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RL Es, dy the grace of God, King of Scotland, England, France and lreland, Defender of the Faith; To Our 
Tovits, Lyon King at Arms, and his bzethzen Heraulds, Meſſengers, Our ShertXs in that part, conjunctly 
at . and ſeverally, ſpecially conſtitute, greeting. Aſſoon as it pleaſed Almighty God, by Hts own outſtretched arme, 
wonderful to bꝛing Us back in Peate, to the exertiſe of Our Nopal Government, we did apply Our ſelf to 
the reſtozing of Dur Kingdoms, to that Liberty and Happineſs which they enjoyed under the Government of 
Our Royal Anceſtoꝛs; And in oꝛder thereunto, we called a Parltament in that Our ancient Kingdom of Scotland, as the 
moſt pzoper mean to ſettle the ſame after ſo many years troubles, and to reſtoꝛe its anctent Liberty after thoſe grie vous 
ſufferings , and that heavy bondage tmpoſed of late by bloody Uſurpers, becauſe of their Loyalty expꝛeſſed to Us, And 
whereas the Eſtatcs of Parliament, of that Dur ancient Kingdom, have ſo fully, freely, andunanimouſly, vindicated their 
own honour, in aſſerting Our Nopal Power, Pzerogative, the Pztviledges of Our Crown, and Dur Supzemacy over all 
perſons in all cauſes,as abſolutely as ever any of our Royal Pꝛogenitoꝛs, Kings of Scotland, at any time poſſeſſed, uſed and 
exerced the lame, not only by taking away of theſe (nvaſions , bzought on by the iniquity of the tunes, during the late trou- 
bles; but alſo by their reſcinding all thoſe pꝛetended Parliaments, wherein any fozce might have appeared to have been 
put on Our Royal Father, ſince the year 1633. reſerving pzibate Rights, and indemntfying Our Subrects , fo: what was 
done during that time. And whereas Our Parlament, by their Act the twenty mtuthol Hach, Hath veclarcy, That it is 
Our kull and firm reſolutton, to maintain the true Pꝛoteſtant Religton,tn its purity of Doctrine aud Worthip,as it vas eſta⸗ 
bliſhed within that Our Kingdom, during the Reignes of Our Nopal Father and Grandfather of bleſſed inemozy and 
that We wul be carefull to promote the — of Godlineſs,to encourage the trerciſes of Keiigion, both publick and p2tvate, 
and to ſuppꝛeſs all yzophaneneſs and rly walking; and foz that end, will give all due countenance and pꝛotection to the 
Miniſters of the Goſpel, they containing themſelves within the bounds and limits of their Miniſtertal calling, and behaving 
themſelves with that ſubmilston and obedtence to Our Authozity and Commands, that is ſuitable to the allegiance and 
duty of good Subjects, And as to the Government of the Church, That We will make it Our care to ſetle and ſecure the 
ſame in ſuch a frame, as (hall be moſt agreeable to the Moꝛd of God, moſt ſuitable to Bonarchical Government, and moſt 
complying with the publick peace and quiet of the Kingdom: And in the mean time, that We do allow the pzeſent admint- 
ſtration by Seſs(ons, Pꝛesbyteries and Synods (they keeping Within bounds , and behaving themſelves as ſatd is) and 
that notwithſtanding of the Act paſt that day. reſciſſoꝛie of all pzetended Parliaments ſince the year 1633. Therefoze We have 
thought fit, by this Our Pꝛoclamation, not only to declare Our gracious acceptance of theſe ample teſttmontes of the duty 
and affection of that Our Parliament, by which the woꝛld may take notice, how unanimouſly Loyal that Kingdom ts, 
and how hearty in Our Service, of which We Our ſelf was ever confident: But alſo to make known Our firm Reſolu- 
tion, to maintain and p:eſerve that Our Kingdom in their juſt Liberties ; And likewiſe to make good what Our Parlia⸗ 
ment have declared in Our name, as to matters of Religion, And conſidering how much Our intereſt and the quiet of that 
Kingdom is concerned, in the right ſettlement and peate of that Our Church, which thꝛough the confuſions of theſe latter 
times, hath been much diſcompoſed, Be do purpoſe, after mature delib:ration, with ſuch as We ſhall call, to imploy Our 
Royal Authoꝛity. foꝛ ſetling and ſecuring the Government and the adminiſtration thereof, in ſuch a way as may beſt con⸗ 
duce to the gloꝛy of God, to the good of Religion, to Unity, Ozder, and to the publick peace and ſatisfaction of Our King- 
dom: And in the mean time, We will and command all Our loving Subjects, Miniſters and others, as they will anſwer 
at their peril, to abſtain from medling with what may concern the publick Government of that Our Church, either by 
Pitaching, Remonſtrances, Warnings, Declarations, Acts, 02 Petittons of Church Judicatoꝛies, oz any other wap; 
and to compoſe themſelves to that quietneſs and inoffenſive depoztment , which their duty to Us, and the peace of the 
Church doth require. Our Mul is herefoze, and We charge you ſtraitly and command, That tncontinent, theſe Our Tet⸗ 
ters ſcen,ye paſs tothe Mercat Croſs of Our Burgh of Edinburgh, and to the remanent Mertat Croſſes of the head Bur 
of that Our Kingdom, and there by open Pꝛoclamation in Our name and Authozity, make publication hereof to all Our 
Teidges aud Subjects, wherethꝛough none pꝛetend igno2ance of the ſame, as you will anſwer to Us: The which to do, 


We commit to you conjunctly and ſeverally, Our full power by theſe Our Letters, delivering the ſame by you duly execute 
and indoꝛſed again to the bearer, Given under Our hand at Whitebsb, the tenth day of Fuse 166 1. and of Our Reign the thirteenth year,
